It is, of course, mere conjecture 
whether these governments will ac- 
cept these invitations. It is sincere- 
ly to be hoped they will. With most 
of them the provisions made for 
deaf-mute education are exceeding- 
ly embryonic, and should they send 
delegates it is beyond question that 
the cause of the deaf in these coun- 
tries will be benefited and that great- 
er attention will result to their 
educational and materials needs. 
Moreover, should the more advanced 
countries, like Germany, France 
or Great Britain, send delegates, it is 
to be hoped they will be clothed 
with authority to investigate and to 
report upon conditions among 
American deaf, with particular re- 
ference to whatever conclusions may 
be reached by the Congress.

It will be noted that in his letter 
of August 2d, Mr. Gill alludes to 
the circumstance that it is not cus- 
tomary for the government to extend 
such invitations to foreign powers, 
unless Congress had made an appro- 
priation for the entertainment of the 
delegates.

"Dreadnought," costing $10,000,- 
000, which is to-day the leading 
battleship in the world, but in a 
few years from now it would be a 
back number, because new inven- 
tions are improving battleships all 
the time. He said that Germany has 
the best guns in the world, firing 
HO shots a minute. He explained 
how the German soldiers are com- 
manded by their Generals to dig 
graves in cemeteries, and then attach 
dead bodies to trees and fire at 
them from distances, so as to get 
good practice in firing.

The dream of the ages has at last 
been solved and man begins to share 
with the winged creation the navi- 
gation of the air. ' ' The flying- 
craze' ' has now taken possession of 
France, and is extending to all Eu- 
rope. 

The sport or science of ballooning 
has been indulged in, more or less, 
for nearly two centuries. The first 
balloon to cross the British Channel 
with a man in its basket was in 1785. 
This crossed from Dover to Calais. 
Ever since that period, if not often 
before, balloons have been largely 
used to take men heavenward, both 
for sport and practical purposes. 

At the " Aviation Exposition In- 
ternationale " at the Grand Palais, 
here in Paris, I saw the original 
basket, (cloth-lined inside and out 
and black with age,) of the old bal- 
loon of 1 785. There was also a fine 
display of various shaped balloons, 
including the veritable balloon used 
in 1870 by the Parisians during the 
seige of Paris by the Prussian army. 
It is a huge affair, that successfully 
evaded the enemy's fire many times. 
At this first great international 
flying machine show in Paris. I 
saw over twenty-five different aero- 
planes. They are divided in dif- 
ferent styles of names, as ' ' Biplanes, 
' ' Monoplanes, " " Autoplanes, ' ' 

' ' Octoplanes, ' ' etc. 

The Monoplane was shown, in 
which Monsieur Bleriot crossed the 
British Channel and won the " Daily 
Mail" prize of 25,000 francs ($5,000) 
for the first flying machine to cross 
this 20 to 30 miles of water. Not 
only so, had he won the plaudits due 
to a brave navigator, — the first man 
who ever dared this open sea, in a 
" flyer," with wings. 

The continental edition of the 
newspaper "Daily Mail" which con- 
tends with the "Paris Herald" for 
the largest continental circulation, 
has stimulated tbe invention and 
perfection of aeroplanes, by the offer 
of large rewards or prizes for the 
largest flights. They still offer four 
different prizes of 25,000 francs each 
($5,000) One of which is to fly from 
London to Manchester, England, 
about 350 miles 

The Exhibition at the Grand 
Palais is called, "The First Inter- 
uational Exhibition of Aerial Loco- 
motion." It has been a wonderful 
success. Some days upward of 25, 
000 visitors crowded the Salon. 
Here were shown specifically, 
twenty-eight different types of fly- 
ing-machines, also one or two dirigi- 
ble balloons and a number of spheri- 
cal balloons. There were also a 
large number of ship motors and 
many toy-balloons and models re- 
vealing the past history of balloon- 
ing. 

The Wright Biplane was one to 
first attract attention. Then next 
Bleriot's little monoplane, not half 
as large as the Wright flyer. This 
is snrrounded by flower-beds and 
crowds of people. The next attrac- 
tion is the monoplane " Antoinette," 
with a long boat body and tail like 
a wasp. This has taken a number 
of prizes for flying far and high. 
The large biplane "Farnam," bi- 
plane " Voisin," and the little San- 
tos Dumont's "Demoiselle," excite 
much interest. The " Hubert Lath- 
am," in which its inventor by that 
name has made many successful 
flights, receives much attention. 
The huge motors for flyers, and 
greater ones still for the dirigible 
balloons, are much in evidence. They 
are of very astonishing proportions 
and weight ever to ascend into the air. 

Three years ago, this Palace was I 
full of new styles of automobiles J 
that have since multiplied by the 
million. That great exhibition 
improved locomotion then aston 
ed me, as well as all Paris. But 
that is now an old story and the new 
' ' flying craze ' ' is fully on and has in- 
flamed all Europe. Zurich, Rheims, 
Spa, Berlin, and many other cities 
on the continent are now having 
aviation shows. 

England, that has been rather 
slow in "sky-larking," is now be- 
ginning to awake to its possibilities 
probabilities. John Bull was 
quite shocked at first, to be captur- 
ed by a Frenchman, one morning, 
last summer, but submitted with 
good nature and cheered the daring 
Bleriot with a London ovation. This 
Fall witnessed an English Aviation 
Week at Blackpool, a watering- 
place near Liverpool. Prizes were 
given from $10,000 down to $3,500, 
$2,000, $1,000. probably a dozen 
prizes, in all. for the longest distance 
flown, the highest flight, the great- 
est weight taken up and the longest 
time remaining in the air. 

There are a number of factories 
already in operation here in Paris 
and other parts of France, for the 
construction of these aerial chariots. 
Many orders were given for machines 
at this Paris Exhibition. It costs a 
good many ducats to inflate even one 
of these "gas-bags," but for these 
scientific toys, money is plentiful. 
There is also plenty of it for prizes. 
It is a craze that has seized not 
only professional men, but also 
women. Many ladies have ascend- 
ed many times already, while many 
more own their own balloons and go 
up in them for the splendid views 
and exhiliaration of the ambient 
atmosphere. 

A 1,200 cubic metre balloon is a 
common size. One new air-ship 
(dirigible) has a capacity of 2,900 



cubic metres. This carries a boat- 
like car with a motor of no horse- 
power ! Tbe huge motors on ex- 
hibition are astonishing in size and 
weight. They seem large enough 
for a steamboat, and too large for 
air ships. The day of silk balloons 
is passing away and the thicker 
caoutchouc (thin rubber) balloons 
are the modern improvement. 
Samples of this pliable rubber cloth 
I handled at the Aviation Show. 
It seems much more durable 
than silk, and is rapidly taking its 
place in balloon making. 

It would be impossible in one 
article to give a complete idea of the 
extent to which the ballooning, or 
"air-flying" craze has spread in 
Europe, nor of the many distin- 
guished inventors and navigators 
engaged in its wonderfully rapid 
development. Scientific investiga- 
tors will doubtless watch with care 
all these European and world-wide 
experiments in flying. Thus the 
laws of storms, wind velocity, air 
pressure and weight of the atmo- 
sphere will be more fully stndied for 
the welfare of mankind. Also diri- 
gible balloons and aeroplanes will be 
more and more used in warfare, 
should they unfortunately be need- 
ed to enforce human justice, true 
liberty and more general peace.
